séme years ago, the work of 
transferring rust. resistance from 
Khapli ‘(a- variety of . Emmar 
wheat) to the durum wheats was 
undertaken at the North Dakota 
agricultural college. This work 
has been successful and . good 
Khapli derivations are available 
for breeding purposes, 

Other sources of resistance have 
been found in the world collection 


and a few Abyssinian strains» as 
well as,one from Ethiopia, show 
promise. With the exception of the 
Khapli derivative, all are some- 
what similar in their nature of in- 
heritance. 


All these sources of resistance 
are being used in the breeding 
program at Winnipeg. However, it 
is thought that completely satis- 
fattory tonimercial varieties will 
only. be developed by combining 
more than one source of resistance. 

At present many hybrids, the re- 
sult of single crosses combining 
one or more sources of resistance, 
are under test for field perform- 
ance and quality. Some of these 
are distinctly more rust resistant 
than present. commercial varieties 
and appear promising in yield and 
quality. 

It is hoped that one of these 
will be able to serve as a. tempo- 
rary variety, and that the day is 
not too far off when the durum 
grower can look forward to pro- 
ducing a.clean, healthy crop, safe 
from the ravages of stem rust.
